1 . Claims 1 -3, 6-8, and 1 0-1 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to fairly teach or suggest a video recording/playback system for recording and playback 
of video data received, comprising: a controller which, when said main data stored in 
said memory is rendered, detects an ID code assigned to said main data, compares the 
detected ID code with an ID code assigned to said sub data stored in said memory and 
judges whether said sub data associated with said main data under rendering has 
already been read from said memory and its video rendered and, unless said detected 
ID code assigned to said main data agrees with said ID code assigned to said sub data 
stored in said memory, regards said sub data video as not having been rendered and 
changes substitute data embedded in said main data and associated in advance with 
said sub data into video data and incorporates said substitute data into said main data 
and makes said video data render when said main data is rendered (Independent 
claims 1 and 13, all other claims depend from either claim 1 or 13).
